Oncol the most prominent depots in the 
debates of Mechanics' Institutes in the present 
day is tho parrot-like imitation, in both sub- 
ject and argument, of older institutions ol 
similar character, ll may be very neoeasury 
to know whether tho Duko of Wellington was 
a greater general than Napoleon — whether 
astronomy lias been productive of grouter 
benefits than geography — or whether monar- 
chical government ie better adapted to tho 
human family than republican — but uulortu- 
natoly we havo all heard these things dis- 
cussed from our boyhood. There is no more 
benelit to be derived from such debates, if 
hackneyed urgumianla can merit tho appella- 
tion, than there is in a recitation of a child's 
primer. II Mechanics' institules aro to be of 
any ueo they must approach the practical-- 
they must abandon tho old worn-out argu- 
ments of woru-.out subjects and take up tho 
living questions of ihe day, where there is 
somo possibility of obtaining originality o( 
thought. The Victoria Mechanics' Institute 
has been heretofore too much wedded to lbe 
imitative faculty to be of muoh sorvice to its 
members or the publio ; but tho last de- 
balo nfords us hopo of un agreeable 
change. When we see a question whioh is 
agitating the public mind made the subject 
of a general controversy we are induced to 
think that the usefulness of tho Institute is 
very much increased. Tho late discussion on 
Union and Free-pott did not bring out any- 
thing absolutely new, but it has nevertheless 
produced a beneficial efloot — by at-raciing 
much more attention to the subject. It is 
better to hear even a foolish man talk than to 
be in perpetual silenco ; for the veriest 
babbler may at some time or other suggest to 
the minds of his auditory an idea worth con- 
sidering. Wo have said there was nothing ab- 
solutely new brought out in the discussion ; 
but by this we do not mean to imply a total 
absence ol novelties in the controversy, but 
rather that there was no legitimate point 
made either pro or cou. that has not been 
already produced. Ii is very true we had 
the rather extraordinary statement adduced 
that the ability ol tho people uf Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia was not suffi- 
ciently up to the mark to govern the two 
colonics when united— but this showed not 
so much a reason against union on tho part 
of the speaker us a firm belief in Hie doetrino 
of hcaven-born-statesmen and kings by risjlu 
divine. We have always labored uudor the 
almost universal idea, but now unfortunately 
a delusion, that tbero never yet was an Kny- 
lish speaking population, great or small, who 
did not know how to govern its' II ; after tho 
well-weighed assertion, however, of tho gen. 
llenian who opened the disoussion on Thurs- 
day evening we shall g.vo up our confidence 
in tho Anglo-Saxon race, and wish for the 
good old days when men's heads and pockets 
were in tho holy keeping of the ruler of the 
land. 

The most practical remarks made in the 
discussion were thoso of Mr. Garrett, who 
has confirmed by a recent tour in British Co- 
lumbia what we have maintained from th • 
outset,— that beyond New Westminslor lbe 
great cry is for union of tho colonics. Every 
day is bound to make that cry more.potent, 
und bring the cieat question to a speedier 
issue. What is desirable and what ie want- 
ing i= unanimity ol sentiment in Vancouver 
Island. " In things essential harmony." 
Let our merchants once and forever 
throw overboard their storm attracting 
Jonah ; let tlicm banish the freo port from 
their minds, and all will yet bo well, 
To talk of Legislative union with British 
Columbia, and au absetce of duties on Van- 
couver Island is to talk of amalgamating oil 
and water. Tho thing is so absurd that we 
aro astonished that reasonable men could be 
found to advocate it even for a moment. 
Had it been possible to unito tho two colo- 
nies under these diverse systems of taxation, 
tho thing would havo beon done long ago. 
It was the Freo- port, and it alone, that al- 
ways stood as a stumbling-block in Ihe way 
If, however, we are inclined to doubt the wis 
dom of the men who fancy that tho Free-port 
can bo retained with union, how much more 
to bo questioned is the reason of those who 
would attempt to balanoe tho advantngos 
wo derive from the Freo>-port with those 
wo would derive Irom union. " Our exports 
of imported goods,'' we said in an article in 
January last, " amount to the insignificant 
figure ol $807,343. When it is considered 
that I'uget Sound, with the enormously high 
United Slates tarifl, exports to us of its own

fill. It is to British Columbia— to our domes- 
tic connexions and them alone— that wo are 
indebted for customors for our imports." Such 
was our langungo then, and it is Ihe Bamu 
now. British Columbia is our great cus- 
tomer ; let her trade be swept Irom us and 
Victoria a3 a commorcial port might wind 
up her business. Tuko away, on thu 
other 1 and, tho petty export trade lo 
California and elsowhere, and how many 
men in tho community would bo al- 
affeotad by the circunistancu ? Vol the men 
who talk of Free-port against Union are vir- 
tually putting this 8300,000 nguinst tho 
Uritish Columbian $1,500,000. They art 
oven moro foolish ; for while thoro ia nothing 
to show why our export* to California should, 
under u uniform tariff with Uritish Columbia 
decrease, thue is everything to show that if 
union bo not Immediately consummated our 
British Columbia Irado will bo in spito of ull 
tho fiee-port policy in tho world taken from 
un.

At 
each point a longth of 16 leot revolvos with 
tho screw. Tho exterior surface is eon 
slructod with the gioatcst possible smooth- 
ness, so as lo prevent the minimum of resist- 
ance by friction, all iho rivets being counter- 
sunk. Hull, ongines, furnaces, boilers aud 
aorews ure all constructed on entirely now 
principles, and there seems a real prospect ol 
her attaining a spued more worthy ol the age 
than the miserable 15 milos an hour, which 
is the greatest pace ol our quickest sea- 
going steamers. The comfort ol human 
beings on board is another question alto- 
gether. Il is feared by ninny that the smal I 
deck fixed on the lop of the cylinder will be 
washed by the waves from end to eud.— Eng. 
Paper.

bis property might be scoured, An attorney 
for one of tho Now Voik houses interested
